But flippancy gets us nowhere. Our 
social worker friend is doubtless right 
about the effects of prosperity upon 
former community relations. More plen- 
ty and leisure for the masses was bound 
to initiate a reaction toward individual- 
ism in modes of life and behavior. Some 
will welcome this, some deplore. 
Whether they will welcome or abhor 
is a matter of their mental constitution— 
mostly inherited. Most “ reasoning” on
